NICELY “BUST.” 


POSSIBLE CEMENT COMBINATION 
CAREFULLY UNTANGLED. | 


Gen, Chaffee Takes Action ani 
Eighty Thousand Dollars Is Saved 
to City’s Aqueduct Fund—Expect 
Water from Owens River Here Year 
Sooner in Consequence.

By “busting” a combination, or 
what seemed to be one, the Board of 
Public Works yesterday credited it- 
self with a saving of $80,000 in the 
aqueduct fund. : 

The combination, if there was one, 
mvolved the additional cement supply 
for the acceleration of speed on the 
| aqueduct, on which a gain of a year 
in time of completion has been de- 
termined upon. 

Gen. Chaffee, who heads the aque- 
duct department as the representative 
of the board, was the 2 
“buster.” No matter what “it” 

Gen. Chaffee yesterday admitted that 
it had been thoroughly and success- 
fully “busted.” 

“I do not say it was a combination,” 
jhe said, smiling grimly. “I nl al- 
lege it from appearances and results.” 

The day before Christmas the board 


of Portland cement to the lowest bid- 
der. Four companies made offers. 
The Pacific Portland Cement Com- 
pany asked $1.90 a barrel; the Henry 
Crowell Company, the Riverside Ce- 
ment Company and the California Ce- 
ment Company each asked $1.86. 
These prices were all at the point of 
delivery on the aqueduct... 

They did not please the board, which 
| had ezpected to do better. The uni- 
formity also seemed to justify the 
board in entertaining some doubt as 
to the true spirit of competition pres- 
ent in such high prices. Often un- 
formity is found in low prices and 
does not excite suspicion. 

To buy Portland cement in 200,000- 
barrel lots at the prices bid meant an 
expenditure of $870,000.

VERDICT NCT SATISFYING. . 

At Sawtelle, in Santa Monica, among 
| the medical world in general and 
amo mg bay-district practitioners in 
general, the verdict of the Coroner's 
jury is anything but satisfying. Ac 
coréing to the testimony of Drs. Peck 
and Campbell, the cases wers diag- 
nosed as ptomaine poisoning, and upon 
‘this evidence and the autopsy of Dr. 
Campbell the jury returned a verdict 
of “ptomaine poisoning accidentally.” 
But, say the doubters, the symptoms 
were not of ptomaine poison, and they 
cite the fact that where ptomaine is 
involved there is a vigerous vomiting 
and bowel movement, whereas in these 
cases there was a complete paralysis of 
the throat, stomach and bowels. The 
patients could not be induced to vomit: 
neither could relief be encouraged 
through the stomach or bowels. The 
first symptoms were paralysis. Those 
who decline to aecept the ptomaine 
theny say the poison showed more 
symptoms of arsenic than of the to- 
maines. There seems to be no disa- 
Rreement at to the vehicle of destruc- 
tion. The pears are conceded to have 
contained death-dealing poison, 
and the search is being continued be- 
yond the possibiiitics of Gesom position 
in fruit. 

POISON IN THE JAR? 

There is speculation as to the possi- 
bility of the jar in which the pears 
were put having at some previous time 
contained arsenic poison, 9 as is put 
out fer squirrels or rats. 1 
if enough of the poison might not have 
been retained on the sides of the jar, 
assuming that it had not been properiy 
washed, to have killed those who par- 
took of the fruit. There is also specu- 
lation as to whether the poison might 


which is stated te have been utliized 
in the orchard from which the pears 
came, in the destruction of souirreis. 
The pears might have been wintfalls, 
ond in that.event, unless the washing 
and removal of the skins had been 
thorough, the poison might have been 
carried into the jer with the vears. 
FOUL-PLAY SUSPICION. 

And then, again, comes the suspicfon 
from certain quarters that there might 
have been fou! play. This suspicion 
had origin in the public mind from 
the hour there appeared on the 
grounds at Sawtelle representatives 
irom the offices of the Sheriff and Dis- 
trict Attorney to inquite into the cuse. 
What these officers learned, If any- 
thing. is not known to the citizens of 
Sawtelle who are in general inclined to

NINE RESCUED 
JUST IN TIME. 


Passengers Reach Salt Lake 
from “Lost Train.” 


— 


Three Months Named as Time 
to Repair Tracks. 


Need no Oatside Help, Says 
Vice-President. 


The nine passengers on the “lost 
train” of the Salt Lake road, which 
was stalled by the washout in the 
Meadow Valley wash near Caliente, 
arrived in Salt Lake City yesterday 
morning at 6:30 O'clock. 

‘They 


taken by wagon train to Modena. The 
trip was delayed by one night's stop- 
over at Penaca, where the tempera- 
ture was about 18 degs. below zero. 
The passengers report that the train 


men did everything in their power to 


make them comfortable, but that the 
cold was intense and that the rescue 
was made just in time. The sleeper, 
which served as creditably as an adobe 
during the time of incarceration, stood 
on uncertain ground at the time it 
was abandoned, and there was every 
indication that it would not remain 
above the flood another day. 

The passengers were taken to Salt 
Lake City en the “Overland Express.“ 
which is still running between Salt 
Lake and the stricken district as a 
mixed train instead of an overland. 

While the rebuilding of the road will 
be rushed as soon as reports from 
General Manager Wells and Chief En- 
gineer Tilton are received, the road 
officials do not look for the reopening 
of the line for at least ninety days. 

In the meantime, the Salt Lake is 
reported to have entered into an ar- 
rangement for the handling of its traf- 
fic, which will cause the Union Pacific 
to put on extra trains from Chicago 
and the East over the Union Pacific 
to Sacramento and soutn over the 1— 
ley line of the Southern Pacific into 
Los Angeles. 

Extra power will be required by the 
Oregon Short Line for the haul of 
these trains fron: Ogden to Sparks, 
and the Salt Lake is said to be ready 
to turn over locomotives at Salt Lake 
to 1 in handling the changed traf- 
fie. 


White there are to be no permanent 
reductions in the force, the Salt Lake 
Officials are at an estimated expense 
of $50,000 a month, including rentals, 
in the maintenance of foreign offices. 


Temporary reductions in forces at 
these offices will be made to result in 
savings. 


Vice-Prosident Clark said yesterday 
afternoon: “We are financially pre- 
pared to rebuild our line at once, 
and to make any in to 
relocativun which the Executive Com- 
Mittee may decide upon after the re- 


ports of Chief igineer Tilton and 
General Manager Wells are received 
“We 


in the Meadow Valley wash tempo- 
rarily, although the conditions there 
are bad at the present time. How 
soon our work can be completed we 
do pot kno« on account of the wéath- 
er. We estimate the temporary tracks 
will take about nfhety days. When it 
is completed and trains running again 
we will be in a position either to pro- 
tect our line or relocate ‘ft. 

“This much is sure, the Sait Lake 
line is operated now, and will be in 
the future, as a Clark road. We have 


plenty of money with which to build,’ 


and need no help from the outside. 
The Harriman interests are not going

ONLY TEMPORARILY. 
TONOPAH AND TIDEWATER QUITS. 
The Tonopah and Tidewater sus- 
pended traffic yesterday on account of 
the washouts, but hopes to be able to 
send a train out over its own line to- 
night and follow it with freight ship- 
ments on Monday. 

Since the storm of a week ago con- 
ditions along the Mojave River have 
been growing worse instead of better, 
and it was decided Thursday to sus- 
pend trains instead of routing them 
over the line of the Las Vegas and 
Tonopah and Salt Lake road. 

What the total damages are will not 
be known until W. W. Cahill, who has 
gone to the seat of the trouble, has 
had an opportunity to report. General 
Manager Ryan also is in the field, and 
every effort will be made to get the 
rene in condition for immediate serv- 
ce

not have been cyanide of potassium, heen inundated for miles. Between Ra- 


sor and Crucero, a distance of four 
miles, the track is in bad shape, and 
more than 1600 feet of line was totally 
destroyed. while the track is reported 
more or less under water as far as 
Baker, seventeen miles north of Cru- 


cero. 

Until the water, which has formed it- 
self into lakes, either dries up or is 
drained the road will be in perilous 
condition. In one place the water tas 
formed a shaliow lake a mile wide and 
at least two miles long. 

Every effort is being made to get the 
line in shape for traffic, and until it is 
ready for use the Salt Lake line, with 
the Las Vegas and Tonopah: branch, 
will be the only road operating from 
the south to the Nevada mining dis- 
triets. 

The Bullfrog, Goldfield, Tonopah 1 
is operating trains south from Goldfi eld 


and Tonopah as far as Rhyolite, but 
the desert traffic from the south is be- 
ing handied-by the Salt Lake. Extra 
coaches have been added to the Gold- 
field trains, and a buffet car has been 
attached to take care of the through 


traffic. 

Freight for the mining districts is 
either being shunted to the salt Lake. 
or held pending the opening of the To- 
nopah and Tidewater. 

The Salt Lake is handling the Tono- 
pah and Tidewater tickets after ex- 
change, as its lines to the mining 
country are intact, with the exception 
of the short washout this ‘side of San 
Bernardino, and this is avoided by a 
short Santa Fé detour. 

The Tonopah and Tidewater first at- 
tempted to handle its trains over the 
Santa Fe to Ludlow over its own line 
to Crucero, over the Salt Lake tracks 
to Les Vegas and from there to Beatty, 
Nev., over the lines of the Las Vegas 
and Tonopah. 

This proved expensive, however, and 
the order for suspension went into ef- 
fect yesterday. Jt is expected that the 
line will be open for business some time 
the first of the week; if not today.

BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


Rapid increase in Alhambra—Many 
Homes Erected—Water Company 
to Take Test Case Higher. 


ALHAMBRA, Jan. T.— Building op- 
erations have increased rapidly the 
past few years. In 1906 there were 
161 permits issued, amounting to 8200. 
$43, the largest number of permits for 
any one month being thirty-four.
